Russians Stage

MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
people were assured Saturday 
that their armed forces have 
proven tough and ready in wide- 
ly publicized maneuvers. 


The war exercises, 
largest 
staged in the Soviet Union for 
many years, received more pub- 
licity than old Moscow hands 
could remember for military 
»maneuvers. Beside emphasizing 
strength and alertness, 
press 
and radio reports stressed the 
army's 
modern 
mobility. 


Military attaches and diplo- 
mats in foreign embassies here 
suggested several theories for 
all the publicity. 


The most popular one was 
that the armed forces wanted 
their share of attention as cele- 
brations get under way for the 
50th anniversary of the Bolshe- 
vik Revolution on Nov. 7.

Post Office Department plans to 
eliminate railway 
post office 
cars from 162 passenger trains 
throughout the nation before the 
end of the year, and this will 
mean a loss of revenue to the 
railroads of more than $17.1 mil- 
lion annually.

Directly affected will be 20 
railroads and more than 2,224 
postal employes. The workers 
will be transferred to other post- 
al operations.

Synod, First Step To 
Church Government 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 
Paul VI attributed "great au- 
thority" to his international syn- 
od of bishops Saturday 
and 
opened the way for it to become 
more powerful in the govern- 
ment of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 


But he also reaffirmed his pri- 
macy among the world's half- 
billion Catholics and made clear 
the synod was a first, cautious 
step toward true shared power 
in governing the church. 


The Pope presided at the first 
working session of the fnonth- 
long synod, the first assembly of 
its kind in an experiment in 
helping the pontiff rule Catholi- 
cism. 


He delivered a major speech 
in which he: 


—Enunciated 
the 
synod's 
character and role. 


—Decried the Vietnam war 
and asked for negotiations. 


—Lashed 
out at what 
he 
called restriction on religious 
life in Communist Poland and 
other countries. 


—Said the synod had great 
importance for Christian unity. 


—Announced that 
Orthodox 
Patriarch Athenagoras of Istan- 
bul would travel to Rome at the 


end of October to visit him in an 
unprecedented Christian unity 
move. 


The 70-year-old pontiff who is 
recovering from a urinary ail- 
ment, spent more than an hour 
at the 2y2-hour secret session in 
a refurbished hall of the Apos- 
tolic Palace. A Vatican spokes- 
man said he entered with a 
smile and a spirited step. 


The most awaited part of the 
25-minute speech dealt with the 
synod's relation to the Pope. To 
some extent it balanced the 
Pope's keynote speech to the 
synod Friday in which he laid 
the emphasis on the bishops' 
duty to protect 
the 
church 
against dangers to the faith. 
This had caused dismay among 
progressive clerics, who would 
rather emphasize the church's 
aggironamento—or updating. 


In Saturday's address, the 
Pope 
acknowledged 
that 
al- 
though the synod's role was con- 
sultative and advisory to him, it 
had "great authority, both for 
ourselves, who have called you 
to this present consultation, and 
who will, in particular cases 
give deliberative force to your 
opinions, and no less so for the 
entire church."

Romney Ends 19-Day 
Inspection Of Slums 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Gov. 
George Romney ended a 19-day 
tour of the nation's slums Satur- 
day and said he was more con- 
vinced than ever that "unless 
we reverse course and build a 
new America the old America 
will be destroyed." 


From his experience in the 
Detroit rioting and from listen- 
ing to the "voice of revolt in 
U.S. ghettos," Romney said, he 
concluded that this summer's 
rioters had "the tacit support of 
the bulk of the Negro communi- 
ty." 


Destruction of "old America," 
he said in an interview, might 
"come through open rebellion 
with bullets, cannon and all the 
violent means imaginable." 


Or, he added, it might come 
from the "dry rot" of the ma- 
jority's indifference of the as- 
pirations of the minorities. 


The Michigan governor — an 
undeclared candidate for the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion — concluded a 10,000-mile 
coast-to-coast inspection of the 
nation's urban problems Satur- 
day in Pittsburgh.

Das Kapital 


A century ago 
this 
week 
there 
was published the first volume of the 
most influential single work of eco- 
nomics ever written, "Das Kapital," by 
Karl Marx. Approximately 
half 
the 
world lives today under the rule of 
Communists and Democratic Socialists 
who claim to be intellectual descendants 
of Marx. There is no contemporary in- 
dustrialized 
country 
where 
Marxist 
ideas have not made an 
appreciable 
impression both upon the climate of 
intelligent opinion and upon the nature 
of government policy. 


It is easy enough to fault Marx. 
His labor theory of value is today an 
embarrassment to the new generation

Reds Set Up Long-Range 
'Brain-Drain' Program

WASHINGTON (NEA) - The 
North Korean agent had $25,000 
in U.S. $100 bills when he was 
picked up by Seoul police. 


The bills were genuine. 
He was well-trained, capable, 
disciplined, typical of the North 
Korean agents infiltrating south 
in increasing numbers and being 
sent, too, to West Germany and 
Italy, where South Korean stu­ 
dents are numerous. 


The South Korean police now 
pick up these agents at the 
rate ot 200 a year. No one 
knows how many get through 
and entrench tiiemselves without 
being caught. 


This 
breed 
of 
Communist 
agent has a highly specialized 
job. He finds a South Korean 
in a jam who needs money 
badly to complete his education 
or to tide his family over a 
very difficult period. 


If the young man or woman 
shows enough future promise, 
an agent will call, offer a loan 
or gift — “without strings.” 
(The student, if he accepts, will 
be secretly photographed taking 
the money.) 


These North Korean Commu­ 
nist agents apparently aim only 
at 
young 
men 
and 
women 
specializing in five fields: 


1. Young politicians of such 
caliber they could be cabinet 
ministers a decade or two from 
now. 


2. Young scientists who show 
promise of being among the 
top men in their field in the 
late 1970s or early 1980s, espe­ 
cially in the field of electronics. 


3. Young teachers or men and 
women preparing to be teachers 
who have the potential for being 
topflight college profes.sors or 
high school teachers. 


4. Potentially outstanding art­ 
ists, writers, poets, dramatists. 


5. Potential generals or admi­ 
rals. 


Note 
that 
the 
Communist 
program aims at no quick re­ 
sults. The payofi will come in 
13 to 20 years or so. 


Note also that the program 
ifi hi^ly selective. It takes rel­ 
atively few agents and aims 
at capturing a relatively small 
number of people. 


Note further that though each 
agent may have considerable 
amounts of money — in dollars 
— the over-all program is not 
costly. Nevertheless it has a 
potential for sizable results. 


Obviously, Korea isn’t the only 
country in which the Commu­ 
nists are following this program. 


The C h i n e s e Communists 
captured several of the top sci­ 
entists in their missile and 
nuclear weapon programs while 
these men were students in the 
United States, Europe and Ja­ 
pan.

flies proudly in Gaberones, de-

After 81 years under the Brit-

Brush Beats Bathing 
In Care Of Your Dog 


One of the worst things you 
can do to your dog is bathe him 
too often, warns University of 
Illinois veterinarian Dr. L. C. 
Helper. 


Dr. Helper, assistant profes­ 
sor of veterinary clinical me­ 
dicine in the College of Veter­ 
inary Medicine, explains that 
‘*too frequent bathing removes 
natural oils from the skin and 
coat, causing them to dry out. 
The dog soon starts itching and 
scratching, m a k i n g himself 
more uncomfortable and open­ 
ing the way for bacterial infec­ 
tion.” 


Unless a dog’s coat becomes 
caked with dirt, or picks up an 
offensive odor, one bath about 
every two months is enough, 
Dr. Helper says. 


Puppies are an exception, he 
adds. It is not a good idea to 
bathe puppies at aU until they 
are well along toward maturity. 
It takes many hours for the 
fuzz next to the skin to dry, he 
explain.«;, and a wet puppy can 
easily catch pneumonia.

Frequent brushing, on the 
other hand, is a must. 


Dr. Helper points out that a 
dog’s coat virtually gets dirty 
only on, or very near, the sur­ 
face. A vigorous brushing is 
just as effective as a batti in 
removing dirt and unlike a bath, 
does much to keep the skin and 
coat in healthy condition. 


Dr. Helper adds a word of 
caution about the many coat 
conditioners now on the market. 


“Most of these are fine pro­ 
ducts,” he says, **but they can­ 
not replace the brush.” U. of I. 
veterinarians recommend using 
both. 


A dog owner should also take 
care 
in 
using 
conditioners, 
shampoos and soaps on his pet’s 
coat since some animals áre 
sensitive to ttiese materials. 
Strong soaps and detergents are 
out, ‘'Never use any soap on 
your dog’s coat you wouldn’t 
use on your own hair” is Dr. 
Helper’s rule of thumb. 


Unless the animal has a de­ 
finite flea or other insect prob­ 
lem, avoid using a dog soap 
which contains an insecticide. 
T he 
unnecessary 
chemicals 
often increase problems of dry 
skin 
and 
itching. 
If 
your 
pet seems to be irritated by any 
commercial in’oduct, better try 
another brand or stop using the 
product altogether. 


Dr. Helper suggests dog own­ 
ers adopt the official theme, 
“Deserve to Be Y o u r Dog’s 
Bc.st Friend,” by starting a pro­ 
gram of daily brushing and reg- 
j ular—but infrequent—bathing.

Be sure 
it is seed that has been cleaned 
and treated.

Terms Change 
The Pattern 
Of The Future 


If America's farmers re­ 
sist 
and 
do 
not accept 
change, then American ag­ 
riculture will stagnate, Wil- 
liom Rothent>erger, a Frank­ 
fort, Ind., farmer, said Tues­ 
day. 


speaking at the Illinois 
Bankers Agricultural Credit 
conference on the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois campus, he 
said many farmers h o v e 
been unwilling or unable to 
accept the harsh and imper­ 
sonal discipline of change. 


Those 
accepting 
change 
Rothenberger latwled as ‘‘in­ 
novators.” This is the small 
group who are the forerunners 
of change. “Adaptors” — who 
produce and sell 65 percent of 
all food and fiber — are the 
next farmer group to accept 
change. This group makes up 15 
percent of the nation’s farmers. 


“The imitators’ are by far 
the largest farmer group and 
they do not welcome change,” 
he said. Rothenberger identified 
the last group as the “losers.” 
These have failed to become 
students of the present or fu­ 
ture. They will not stay in 
agriculture, he predicted. 


“Significant 
changes 
have 
been taking place in American 
agriculture and will continue at 
a rath«* rapid rate,” he said 
at the two^ay conference spon­ 
sored b^ the Illinois Bankers 
association and the U. o( I. 


^‘Forces Of Change” 


He singled out fíve areas as 
major forces of change. (1) 
Midwest 
has 
industrialized 
where autos and roads have 
moved farm labor to industry. 
(2) Super machines have cut 
labor requirements fmr com 90 
percent while yields have tripl­ 
ed. 


(3) Livestock (Mroduction has 
mechanized, especially in ma­ 
terials handling. (4) Technology 
has changed in herbicides, in­ 
secticides, com and soybean 
varieties. (5) Foreign buy^s 
have invaded markets for com 
and soybeans. 


“Agricultural resources are 
rapidly gravitating into relative­ 
ly few. strong, capable hands,” 
he said. “Large-scale i^)ecializa- 
ti(Hi seems to be envelopuig 
American agriculture. Fences 
are being removed, livestodc 
j^stems are going from pasture 
to confinement systems.” 
Rothenberger 
said farming 
units will continue to expand 
and at an accelerated rate. 
Large-scale specialization, both 
in crop and livestock produc­ 
tion, will be necessary with 
expanded units. 


Labor shortages, he said, will 
force larger capital investments 
and new technotogy adoption. 
Top management will be the 
criteria of success. Quality and 
product standards will be de­ 
manded by an affluent consum­ 
er. 


**In Constant Debt” 
Capital requirements will ex­ 
pand at a greater rate than 
earnings witti outside capital 
coming into agriculture and the 
farmer will be in cmstant debt, 
he continued. Returns to man­ 
agement will be comparable to 
business and industry for the 


placed major emphasis on 
management,

brawn to brain, from produc­ 
tion to profit, from cash to per­ 
petual credit. 


^'Farmers are going to look to 
their banker for sendees, pro­

Many Changes, 
Says President 
Of Rural Bank 


Bonking today is a for 
cry from what it used to be, 
with many new services be­ 
ing offered that were un­ 
heard of a few years ago, 
Robert L. Walton, Farmers 
and Merchants State Bonk 
president, Bushnell, s a i d 
Tuesday. 


Speaking to bankers at­ 
tending the Illinois Bankers 
Agricultural Credit Confer­ 
ence on the University of 
Illinois campus, W a l t o n 
said this change in banking 
has brought on problems, 
especially in the profit area. 


“With the ever-increasing ex­ 
penses caused not only by the 
new services being offered, but 
by increased salaries and wages 
and with the percent of time 
money growing, it is becoming 
harder to maintain the desired 
return to stockholders,” he said. 


“Therefore, it has become im­ 
portant that the country bank 
maintain a fully invested posi­ 
tion at all times,” he contini^. 


Walton s a i d the asset, de­ 
posit and investment structure 
of the country bank has seen 
quite a change in the last de­ 
cade. Farm population h a s 
been decreasing, causing farms 
to grow larger with demands 
for larger lines of credit. 


“Therefore, from the com­ 
munity’s farm segments you 
have fewer customers keeping 
fewer doUars in the bank but 
needing larger loans,” he said. 
Larger Credit Demands 
To top off this trend, feed and 
fertilizer companies are getting 
out of the financing field, re­ 
questing t h a t country banks 
take care of farm customers. At 
the same time, many chain 
stores have pulled out of rural 
communities leaving the busi 
ness section to local ownerdiip 
and credit needs to local banks. 


All of this, he sakl, has caused 
a strain on a bank’s loan port­ 
folio. 


Perhaps one of the biggest 
changes that has taken place 
is the decrease in the average 
size of th e demand ^posit. 
Where a few years ago people 
took pride in having a large 
checking account, now they try 
to see how small they can keep 
it and invest excess funds in 
either time money or outside 
investments. 


'Because of these changes, 
it doesn’t always add up when 
you try to maintain your invest­ 
ment portfolio in the manner 
you would like,” Walton told 
the 300 visiting bankers. 


This change, he said, has been 
mainly responsible for the in­ 
creased loan to deposit ratios of 
country banks, which in turn 
have caused havoc with many 
total investment policies. 
Seasonal Changes 
Walton related seasonal de­ 
mands on money make tight 
situations when money is need­ 
ed. Deposits build to a peak in 
the fall right after harvest and 
taper off during spring and sum­ 
mer. Loans, on the other hand, 
drop to a low in the fall and 
build up during the winter and 
spring months. 


Iliis means surplus money in 
fall and early winter and tight 
money in spring and summer 
Investment planning must 
take this into account as you 
cannot afford to r u n out of

But that’s just one way of de­ 
scribing 4-H in Illinois, accord­ 
ing to Morgan County Extension 
Adviser George Trull, Another 
way would be to tell about Illi­ 
nois’ 85,000 4-H members, its 
8,500 adult leaders and its sev­ 
eral hundred thousand alumni. 


4-H is a practical, out-of- 
clas.sroom educational program 
started 52 years ago. The pro­ 
gram is sponsored statewide by 
the University of Illinois Coop­ 
erative Extension Service. Coun­ 
ty extension advisers conduct 
activities at the county level. 


Historically, 4-H has been the 
strong arm in developing Am­ 
erica’s agricultural s u c c e s s 
saga. 


When the first 4-H Clubs were 
formed, educators saw the 4-H 
program as a stepping-stone 
to improve farming and home- 
making practices. But m a n y 
farmers liked their old way of 
doing 
things. 
They 
resisted 
change. However, they did con- 
jsent to letting their sons try out 
'¡“those fancy, new ideas.” 


Thus, 4-H received its meager 
beginnings and blessings. Coun­ 
ty extension advisers found they 
could best reach the farmer 
through his son—and by dem­ 
onstrations. 


It was this door 
marked 
“4-H" 
that 
first 
introduced 
purebred livestock and through 
which new seed varieties, cul­ 
tural practices and insect and 
disease control methods were 
tried and proven. 


During the early years, strong 
emphasis was placed on tradi 
tional 
4-H 
projects—livestock 


expected 
shortage did not develop, and 
the com crop now ripening in 
the fields is a very tall one. 


A year ago, it seemed that 
the carryover of old corn on 
hand October 1, 1967, might be 
only 500 million bushels—one 
fourth as much as 6 years ago. 
Now it appears that the carry­ 
over may be almost 900 mil­ 
lion bushels. (Official figures 
won’t be out until October 24.) 


On the basis of conditions on 
September 1, the USDA esti­ 
mated the com crop at 4,694 
million bushels. Added to the 
carryover, this amount would 
make a total supply of about 
5,600 million bushels. 


Domestic use and exports 
may total around 4.3 billion 
bushels, leaving 1,300 million 
bushels for carryover next fall 
(1968). 


FEED is still the big item in 
com use. The amount used for 
feed in the vear ending October 
1 apparently was almost 3.4 
billion bushels. For the year 
ahead, feed use may take 3.5 
billion bushels. The number of 
livestock and poultry to be fed 
may not change much; but 
with lower prices for com this 
year, farmers may give more 
second helpings. 


More Exports, Maybe 


In 1965-66, exports of corn 
surged to a spectacular high of 
670 million bushels. But that 
was because of poor grain crops 
in several foreign countries in 
1965. In 1966, the foreign coun­ 
tries had bumper crops, and 
our exports of com shrunk to 
about 450 million bushels. Crops 
in other lands do not seem to 
be quite so good this year, so 
exports may increase — pw- 
haps to around 550 million bus- 


and crops for the boys; cooking 
and sewing for the girls.

were farmers reluctant to and 243*2900. 


accept new ideas. These “new­ 
fangled ideas” put more meat 
on the table and money in the 
bank. 


Population .shifted from pre­ 
dominately rural to urban. To­ 
day, less than 10 percent of 
America’s farm youth will go 
back to the farm. The rest must 
find full-time employment else­ 
where, in towns and factories, 
businesses and bureaus. 


These two changes brought on 
new interests and challenges for 
youth. 4-H met them. It offered 
projects and activities that in­ 
directly gave vocational and 
career guidance to young peo­ 
ple. 


Fast growing project areas 
include arts and crafts, auto­ 
motive care and safety, room 
improvement, baby sitting, bi­ 
cycling, photogra^y, gardening, 
geology, electricity, veterinary 
science and others. 


In each project area, 4-H’ers 
find opportunities to use their 
leadership and public-speaking 
talents. The nationwide pro- 
gram recognizes the value of re­ 
search and helps its members 
learn the decision-making pro­ 
cess. 


4-H in the nation is more than 
2.4 million members strong and 
here in Morgan County there are 
more than 600 enrolled in 34 
local clubs. Eighty volunteer 
men and women assist exten­ 
sion advisers in serving as vol­ 
unteer local leaders.

But farmers will not 
put large amounts under price 
support unless market prices 
are below the net loan level for 
at least a few months. If farm­ 
ers put enough com under loan, 
prices will rise several cent» 
above the loan rate next spring 
or summer. 


About half of the present 900- 
million bushel (more or less) 
carryover of old com is under 
price support. Of the com under 
price support, about one-fourth 
was com from 1964 and 1965 
under resale loans; thrjee-four- 
ths was com from 1966 and pre­ 
vious crops that had been de­ 
livered to the CCC. 


Com yields will be especially 
high in Illinois this year. Fur­ 
thermore, perhaps two-thirds of 
our corn will not be eligible for 
price support. These conditions 
may tend to hold down prices 
in Illinois.

The state estimate is 101 
bushels per acre. 


The soybean crop will be 
three bushels better than last 
year, the report said.

Their official title is aviation ordnanc^men. The pilots who' 
fly air strikes over Vietnam call them, affectionately, “Red 
Shirts”. 


On the attack aircraft carriers serving with the U.S. Navy's' 
Attack Carrier Strike Force 77 in the Gulf of Tonkin, these 
men have the awesome responsibility of arming each plane for 
its assigned mission. 


To do this, varied armament and wing-racks are needed for 
varied targets. Working 12-18 hours per day, rising hours be­ 
fore the pilot briefing begins, these men change bomb racks 
with each flight. They trundle the ship’s length with 250, 500, 
750, 1,000 and 2,000 pound bombloads and somehow, every 
ninety minutes, have a fully-armed flight ready for launching. 


With anywhere from 8 to 10 flights per day, the men are 
continually on the move. Every third night, with all flights in, 
the carrier will be resupplied from an ammunition ship. The 
Red Shirts are there, checking each piece of ordnance carefully 
before moving the pallets into position for easy accessibility 
when re-arming of the planes begins again. 


These Red Shirts live with danger each day, but their cour­ 
age is automatic in the face of any emergency. During the 
recent U.S.S. Forrestal disaster, these men rushed into the in­ 
ferno to rescue trapped pilots, kept fire hoses running, threw 
live bombs overboard and, below decks, fought through smoke- 
filled compartments to minimize any danger from above. 


Red traditionally means danger, but the red a combat pilot 
sees moving about his plane, shown in these pictures aboard 
the U.S.S. Hancock, is something he knows as security; the 
security the Red Shirts deliver in their job as ordnancemen.

NEW YORK (AP) ~ “Nomi­ 
nal Christianity has had it." 


That's the stark assessment of 
present-day church life voiced 
by a leading Methodist theolo­ 
gian, the Rev. Dr. Albert Cut­ 
ler. Others have sounded simi­ 
lar views. 


They call for tirmer commit­ 
ment to basic doctrine and its 
demands, and they challenge 
what they consider a rash of las 
departures from it to appeal to 
passing, modern outlooks. 


“The time may have come for 
theology to be more concerned 
with the truth of the Christian 
faith than with courting the <*lu- 
slve modern man.” says the 
Rev. Dr. William Hordern, u 
United Church of Canada schol­ 
ar. 


Tliere also is a growing con­ 
clusion that the Church is onU*r- 
ing a period when its chaiacter 
and makeup will require toujih- 
er dedication to its teaching, in 
an atmosphere of nuicli di.sbe- 
lief. 


“In the new era and i! ii.is 
started 
already—phony 
Chris­ 
tians

phwiy.” Roman Catholic Arch­ 
bishop Robert E. Luce> of vSan 
Antonio told a recent gathering 
there. 


In this connection, two tenden­ 
cies. cited as widespread prob- 
tems in recent church life, have 
drawn increasing fire from var 
ious religious leaders: 


—The casual apathy of many 
churchgoers 
toward 
doctrine 
and its implications for conduct. 
This indifference, and vague­ 
ness about spt'cific belief, has 
been brought out in numerous 
studies. 


—The recent splurge of novel, 
inconoclastic 
approaches 
to 
faith, often by some theologians 
themselves, such as the coiners 
of the “Death of God’* label for 
the modern technological age. 


Both approaches are produc­ 
ing a backlash, however, and 
also signs of a countertrend, re­ 
sisting the casual, complacent 
type of churchinanship and the 
scaling down of doctrinal crite­ 
ria. 


Noting 
flurry of a.ssaulu-> 
on classic Chri.«tian beliefs, tho 
Rev. Dr. Frigctie i'arson Blake, 
general .secretary of the World 
Council of Churciu s, told its cen­ 
tral committee meeting in Aug­

“The ecumenical movement' 
depends today as it has from its 
beginnings on the transcendent 
God made known in His Son. .Te- 
sus Christ our Lord.” he de­ 
clared.

SAG PAULO, Brazil (AP) 


The Sao Paulo Blenal, the larg­ 
est periodical competitive «v\po 
sition in the Americas of the 
world’s modern art opened lor a 
four-month stand here in late 
September. 


Over 5,000 works of 
1,000 
artists from 61 foreign eounti'ies 
and Brazil are arranged in na­ 
tional 
displays 
in the huge, 
three-story Blenal Building in 
this city’s Ibirapuera Park, The 
bienal is scheduled to close on 
Jan. 8. 


An international jury of art 
critics from Brazil and seven 
foreign countries have begun 
their 
task 
of 
selecting 
I he 
winner of the $10,000 Itamaraiy 
Award for the best individual 
work in any field. 


The jun’ composed of Werner 
.Schmelenbach, West Germany,

The works of foreign artists 
are entered by the governments 
of their countries, and the bien­ 
al accepts only works dated aft­ 
er 1963 as competitive entries. 


Tile more than 1,000 Brazilian 
entries show a much stronger 
influence from “pop” art than 
the selection displayed at the 
eighth bienal In 1965. 


The U.S. exposition, like those 
of Western European countries, 
seems to strike a balance be­ 
tween the traditional and the 
very new. A special retrospec 
tive salon of 39 works of the late 
F^dward Hopper contrasts with

Before you can make such a 
statement, tiiough, you have to 
have the Moss credentials. He’s 
a peppery, little Enijlishinan 
who was’ to racing what Willie 
Mays has been to ba.seball, Ot­ 
to Graham to football, Bob 
Cousy to basketball, 
Arnold 


is the best in the world today, 
it's Jimmy Clark. But I do 
think that Dan Gurney, Graham 
Hill. J<^n Surtees and possibly 
Jackie Stewart are very close. 


"You know, everybody who 
(IrivcK a bit too quickly thinks 
he should he a racing driver, 
which, of coourM!, is stupid. Ac­ 
cidents a re caused by being 
stupid—in other words, going 
tcNi quickly. 1 know when I meet 
people they say you must be 
terribly brave to race. That's 
not true.” 


But Rodger Ward, who has 
his own niche in racing as a 
winner of the Indianapolis 500, 
said that a man making a turn 
at 150 miles an hour is always 
on the brink of being out of 
control. 


“True,” nods Stirling, “but 
Rodger, Tm glad to say, is still 
alive and therefore always has 
I been on the right side of the 
brink. There are people who 
drive a lot slower than Rodger 
or any of the other drivers and 
yet have accidents. Because 
they’re on the wrong side of tiie 
brink. 


“The brink is an Individual 
thing that moves from man to 
man. I believe it is the intel- 
ligent man who knows which 
side of the brink he rides on, 
and where the brink is.” 


In practicing brinkmanship, 
the successful racing drivers of 
the Grand Prix circuit are 
motivated as much by the kicks 
of the sport as well as the mat- 


Palmer to golf. Stirling was notjerial payoff because a guy with 
only the greatest racing driver I the special abilities required 
of his time, but won with the 
class that distinguishes a poet 
with long hair from a hippie. 


He thinks that the greatest 
race of his career was winning 
the Grand Prix at Monaco back 
in *fil when he estimates he 
drove flat out 90 per cent of the 
timr>, with a car that was in* 
ferior in speed to the surge of 
Ferraris aronnd him. 


But like it must to most driv­ 
ers, a wipeout eventually flat­ 
tened Stirling, muddled his re­ 
flexes so that he doesn’t trust 
himself t>ehind the wheel of a 
racing vehicle and left him feel­ 
ing lucky to be alive, but not 
lacking any of his old zap or 
energy. He’s racing director for 
Johnson Wax and trying to give 
away $90,000 in prize money 
during the Canadian-American 
Challenge Cup of six sports car 
races running into mid-Novem- 
bt!!-. 


"The clement of danger in 
racing,” says Stirling, “is ex­ 
aggerated, and I think it’s good 
for the sport that it is exagger­ 
ated. After all, we don’t want 
everybody thinking they can be 
a racing driver. There are too 
many already. 


“ If I had to say one person 


could find a more lucrative 
field in, say, Indianapolis or the 
stock car circuit of the South. 
And in recent years, some of 
them—such as Clark and Hill— 
have. 


“The fact of Indianapolis is 
important,” says Moss, “be­ 
cause it’s well-fMTomoted and 
worth a lot of money. I don’t 
believe it gives our type of 
driver as much exhilaration as 
the Monaco Grand Prix. which 
is worth a 50th of Indy. But if 
you can come over and take 
the Yankee dollar away once a 
year, this is very good. It helps 
the national debt.” 


Unfortunately, Stirling him­ 
self never got in on that kind of 
loot and at this stage is realistic 
enough to know that he never 
will, although he still steps 
jauntily and does some vehicle 
testing as a motor editor for 
a British maazine. 


“ I would like to be competing 
still.” he admits, ^‘but Vm not 
because I couldn’t do it as well 
as 1 would expect myself to do 
it.

Brush Beats Bathing 
In Care Of Your Dog 


One of the worst things you 
can do to your dog is bathe him 
too often, warns University of 
Illinois veterinarian Dr. L. C. 
Helper. 


Dr. Helper, assistant profes- 
sor of veterinary clinical me 
dicine in the College of Veter- 
inary Medicine, explains that 
"too frequent bathing removes 
natural oils from the skin and 
coat, causing them to dry out. 
The dog soon starts itching and 
scratching, m a k i n g 
himself 
more uncomfortable and open- 
ing the way for bacterial infec- 
tion." 


Unless a dog's coat becomes 
caked with dirt, or picks up an 
offensive odor, one bath about 
every two months is enough, 
Dr. Helper says. 


Puppies are an exception, he 
adds. It is not a good idea to 
bathe puppies at all until they 
are well along toward maturity. 
It takes many hours for the 
fuzz next to the skin to dry, he 
explains, and a wet puppy can 
easily catch pneumonia.

other hand, is a must. 


Dr. Helper points out that 
dog's coat virtually gets dirty 
only on, or very near, the sur- 
face. A vigorous brushing is 
just as effective as a bath in 
removing dirt and unlike a bath, 
does much to keep the skin and 
coat in healthy condition. 


Dr. Helper adds a word of 
caution about the many coat 
conditioners now on the market 
"Most of these are fine pro- 
ducts," he says, "but they can- 
not replace the brush." U. of I. 
veterinarians recommend using 
both. 


A dog owner should also take 
care 
in 
using 
conditioners, 
shampoos and soaps on his pet's 
coat since some animals are 
sensitive 
to these 
materials. 
Strong soaps and detergents are 
out. "Never use any soap on 
your dog's coat you wouldn't 
use on your own hair" is Dr. 
Helper's rule of thumb. 


Unless the animal has a de- 
finite flea or other insect prob- 
lem, avoid using a dog soap 
which contains an insecticide. 
T h e 
unnecessary 
chemicals 
often increase problems of dry 
skin 
and 
itching. 
If 
your 
pel seems to be irritated by any 
commercial product, better try 
another brand or stop using the 
| product altogether. 


Dr. Helper suggests dog own- 
ers adopt the official theme, 
"Deserve to Be Y o u r 
Dog's 
Best Friend," by starting a pro- 
gram of daily brushing and reg- 
ular—but infrequent—bathing.

With beans maturing so late 
this year many farmers are 
going to be later sowing wheat 
this fall than they expected to 
be. 


Maybe it's just as well. The 
Hessian fly has been bad in 
wheat and for years we delayed 
planting in order that we would 
not have wheat far enough along 
to be infested by the fly. 


As with so many diseases and 
insects if we don't have them 
for awhile we become complac- 
ent and begin to feel that we 
won't be bothered by 
them. 
This is not true. Anyway there 
will be little wheat planted be- 
fore the fly free date this year. 


Be sure you consider fall ap- 
plication of fertilizer — many 
already do. It helps avoid the 
spring rush. 


Are you using a good variety 
of wheat? If you haven't chang- 
ed for years it's time you look- 
ed at the variety trials. Be sure 
it is seed that has been cleaned 
and treated. 


Now you should . . . 
. . . Enjoy the garden - frost 
is on its way. 


. . . Clean or replace furnace 
filters. 


. . . Plant fall bulbs. 
. . . Prepare to harvest corn. 
. . Watch football games 
. . . Look for colored leaves 
Get rid of those rats! ! 
Clean up trash piles, weed 
beds, . etc. 
Clean 
out 
sheds, 
chaff, cobs, etc. Take 
away 
their homes, feed them poison 
and store your grain in good 
tight bins so far as possible. 
It just doesn't make good sense 
to raise a crop, then store it in 
a bin and let rats eat part of 
it and contaminate the rest.

Terms Change 
The Pattern 
Of The Future 


If America's farmers re- 
sist 
and 
do 
not 
accept 
change, then American ag- 
riculture will stagnate, Wil- 
liam Rothenberger, a Frank- 
fort, Ind., farmer, said Tues- 
day. 


Speaking at the Illinois 
Bankers Agricultural Credit 
conference on the Univer- 
sity of Illinois campus, he 
said many farmers 
h a v e 
been unwilling or unable to 
accept the harsh and imper- 
sonal discipline of change. 


Those 
accepting 
change 
Rothenberger labeled as "in- 
novators." . This is the small 
group who are the forerunners 
of change. "Adaptors" — who 
produce and sell 65 percent of 
all food and fiber — are the 
next farmer group to accept 
change. This group makes up 15 
percent of the nation's farmers. 


"The 'imitators' are by far 
the largest farmer group and 
they do not welcome change," 
he said. Rothenberger identified 
the last group as the "losers." 
These have failed to become 
students of the present or fu- 
ture. They 
will not stay 
in 
agriculture, he predicted. 


"Significant 
changes 
have 
been taking place in American 
agriculture and will continue at 
a rather rapid rate," he said 
at the two-day conference spon- 
sored by the Illinois Bankers 
association and the U. of I. 
"Forces Of Change" 
He singled out five areas as 
major forces of change. 
(1) 
Midwest 
has 
industrialized 
where autos and 
roads 
have 
moved farm labor to industry. 
(2) Super machines have cut 
labor requirements for corn 90 
percent while yields have tripl- 
ed. 


(3) Livestock production has 
mechanized, especially in ma 
terials handling. (4) Technology 
has changed in herbicides, in- 
secticides, 
corn 
and 
soybean 
varieties. (5) Foreign 
buyers 
have invaded markets for corn 
and soybeans. 


"Agricultural 
resources 
are 
rapidly gravitating into relative- 
ly few, strong, capable hands," 
he said. "Large-scale specializa 
tion. seems to be 
enveloping 
American agriculture. 
Fences 
are being removed, livestock 
systems are going from pasture 
to confinement systems." 


Rothenberger 
sáid 
farming 
units will continue to expand 
and at an 
accelerated 
rate. 
Large-scale specialization, both 
in crop and livestock produc- 
tion, will be necessary 
with 
expanded units. 


Labor shortages, he said, will 
force larger capital investments 
and new technology adoption. 
Top management will be the 
criteria of success. Quality and 
product standards will be de- 
manded by an affluent consum- 
er. 


"In Constant Debt" 
Capital requirements will ex- 
pand at a greater rate than 
earnings with outside capital 
coming into agriculture and the 
'armer will be in constant debt, 
íe continued. Returns to man- 
agement will be comparable to 
jusiness and industry for the 
;op operator. 


He placed major emphasis on 
management, 
a 
shift 
from 
jrawn to brain, from produc- 
tion to profit, from cash to per- 
petual credit. 


Farmers are going to look to 
heir banker for services, pro- 
jections 
and 
evaluations 
to 
minimize risk 
and 
maximize 
profit," he said.

Many Changes, 
Says President 
Of Rural Bank 


Banking today is a far 
cry from what it used to be, 
with many new services be- 
ing offered that were un- 
heard of a few years ago, 
Robert L. Walton, Farmers 
and Merchants State Bank 
president, Bushnell, 
s a i d 
Tuesday. 


Speaking to bankers at- 
tending the Illinois Bankers 
Agricultural Credit Confer- 
ence on the University of 
Illinois campus, 
W a l t o n 
said this change in banking 
has brought on problems, 
especially in the profit area. 


"With the ever-increasing ex- 
penses caused not only by the 
new services being offered, but 
by increased salaries and wages 
and with the percent of time 
money growing, it is becoming 
harder to maintain the desired 
return to stockholders," he said. 


"Therefore, it has become im- 
portant that the country bank 
maintain a fully invested posi- 
tion at all times," he continued. 


Walton s a i d the asset, de- 
posit and investment structure 
of the country bank has seen 
quite a change in the last de- 
cade. Farm 
population 
h a s 
been decreasing, causing farms 
to grow larger with demands 
for larger lines of credit. 


"Therefore, from the 
com- 
munity's farm segments 
you 
have fewer customers keeping 
fewer dollars in the bank but 
needing larger loans," he said. 
Larger Credit Demands 
To top off this trend, feed and 
fertilizer companies are getting 
out of the financing field, re- 
questing t h a t 
country banks 
take care of farm customers. At 
the same 
time, many 
chain 
stores have pulled out of rural 
communities leaving the busi- 
ness section to local ownership 
and credit needs to local banks. 


All of this, he said, has caused 
a strain on a bank's loan port- 
folio. 


Perhaps one of the biggest 
changes that has taken place 
is the decrease in the average 
size of t h e demand deposit. 
Where a few years ago people' 
took pride in having a large 
checking account, now they try 
to see how small they can keep 
it and invest excess funds in 
either time money or outside 
investments. 


"Because of these changes, 
it doesn't always add up when 
you try to maintain your invest- 
ment portfolio in the manner 
you would like," Walton told 
i;he 300 visiting bankers. 


This change, he said, has been 
mainly responsible for the in- 
creased loan to deposit ratios of 
country banks, which in turn 
lave caused havoc with many 
total investment policies. 
Seasonal Changes 
Walton related seasonal de- 
mands on money make tight 
situations when money is need- 
ed. Deposits build to a peak in 
;he fall right after harvest and 
aper off during spring and sum- 
mer. Loans, on the other hand, 
drop to a low in the fall and 
build up during the winter and 
spring months. 


This means surplus money in 
fall and early winter and tight 
money in spring and summer 


Investment 
planning 
must 
ake this into account as you 
cannot afford to r u n 
out of 
money for legitimate credit re 
quests just because of 
p o o r 
planning," he said. 


The changes of the last 10 
years 
coupled 
with 
seasonal 
janking trends and 
attempts 
to become "full service" banks 
meaq that country banks must 
adopt new ideas to keep up with 
changing times, he said. 


A bank must have some way 
of obtaining temporary help to 
carry 
seasonal demands. 
He 
projected banks will need money 
from an outside source, "which 
can 
mean 
participation 
with 
your city correspondent or bor- 
rowing from the Federal Re- 
serve System."

OUTLOOK CHANGES 
FROM SCARCITY 
TO SURPLUS 


The corn situation has made 
a sharp turnabout since a year 
ago. At that time, it appeared 
that most of the surplus was 
gone and that a shortage might 
develop — especially if the 1967 
crop were short. The expected 
shortage did not develop, and 
the corn crop now ripening in 
the fields is a very tall one. 


A year ago, it seemed that 
the carryover of old corn on 
hand October 1, 1967, might be 
only 500 million bushels—one 
fourth as much as 6 years ago. 
Now it appears that the carry- 
over may be almost 900 mil- 
lion bushels. (Official figures 
won't be out until October 24.) 


On the basis of conditions on 
September 1, the USDA esti- 
mated the corn crop at 4,694 
million bushels. Added 'to the 
carryover, this amount would 
make a total supply of about 
5,600 million bushels. 


Domestic 
use 
and 
exports 
may total around 4.3 billion 
bushels, leaving 1,300 million 
bushels for carryover next fall 
(1968). 


FEED is still the big item in 
corn use. The amount used; for 
feed in the year ending October 
1 apparently was almost 3.4 
billion bushels. For the year 
ahead, feed use may take 3.5 
billion bushels. The number of 
livestock and poultry to be fed 
may not. change much; 
bu 
with lower prices for corn this 
year, farmers may give more 
second helpings. 


More Exports/Maybe 
In 1965-66, exports of corn 
surged to a spectacular high o; 
670 million bushels. But thai 
was because of poor grain crops 
in several foreign countries in 
1965. In 1966, the foreign coun- 
tries had bumper crops, and 
our exports of corn shrunk to 
about 450 million bushels. Crops 
in other lands do not seem to 
be quite so good this year, so 
exports may increase — per- 
haps to around 550 million bus- 
hels. 


Industrial use and seed re- 
quirements do not change much 
and will be near 250 million 
bushels. This amount, plus 550 
million for export and 3,500 mil- 
lion for feed, would make the 
total 
disappearance 
of 
4,300 
million bushels that we mention- 
ed before. 


If the carryover a year hence 
is around 1,300 million bushels 
(as now seems likely), most of 
it will probably be under price 
support. But farmers will not 
put large amounts under price 
support unless market prices 
are below the net loan level for 
at least a few months. If farm- 
ers put enough corn under loan, 
prices will rise several cents 
above the loan rate next spring 
or summer. 


About half of the present 900- 
million bushel (more or less) 
carryover of old corn is under 
price support. Of the corn under 
price support, about one-fourth 
was corn from 1964 and 1965 
under resale loans; three-four- 
ths was corn from 1966 and pre- 
vious crops that had been de- 
livered to the CCC. 


Corn yields will be especially 
high in Illinois 'this year. Fur- 
thermore, perhaps two-thirds of 
our corn will not be eligible for 
price support. These conditions 
may tend to hold down prices 
in Illinois.

But that's just one way of de 
scribing 4-H in Illinois, accord- 
ing to Morgan County Extension 
Adviser George Trull, Another 
way would be to tell about Illi- 
nois' 85,000 4-H members, its 
8,500 adult leaders and its sev- 
eral hundred thousand alumni. 


4-H is 
a practical, 
out-of 
classroom educational program 
started 52 years ago. The pro- 
gram is sponsored statewide by 
the University of Illinois Coop 
erative Extension Service. Coun- 
ty extension advisers conduct 
activities at the county level. 


Historically, 4-H has been the 
strong arm in developing Am- 
erica's agricultural 
s u c c e s s 
saga. 


When the first 4-H Clubs were 
formed, educators saw the 4-H 
program 
as 
a 
stepping-stone 
to improve farming and home- 
making practices. But 
m a n y 
farmers liked their old way of 
doing 
things. 
They 
resisted 
change. However, they did con- 
sent to letting their sons try out 
"those fancy, new ideas." 


Thus, 4-H received its meager 
beginnings and blessings. Coun- 
ty extension advisers found they 
could best reach 
the farmer 
through his son—and by dem- 
onstrations. 


It 
was 
this 
door 
marked 
"4-H" 
that 
first 
introduced 
purebred livestock and through 
which new seed varieties, cul- 
tural practices and insect and 
disease control methods were 
tried and proven. 


During the early years, strong 
emphasis was placed on tradi- 
tional 
4-H 
projects—livestock 
and crops for the boys; cooking 
and sewing for the girls. 


Then changes came about on 
America's rural scene. No loiig- 
er were farmers reluctant to and 243-2900. 


accept new ideas. These "new- 
fangled ideas" put more meat 
on the table and money in the 
bank. 


Population shifted from pre- 
dominately rural to urban. To- 
day, less than 10 percent of 
America's farm youth will go 
back to the farm. The rest must 
find full-time employment else- 
where, in towns and factories, 
businesses and bureaus. 


These two changes brought on 
new interests and challenges for 
youth. 4-H met them. It offered 
projects and activities that in- 
directly 
gave 
vocational 
and 
career guidance to young peo- 
ple. 


Fast growing project areas 
include arts and crafts, auto- 
motive care and safety, room 
improvement, baby sitting, bi- 
cycling, photography, gardening, 
geology, electricity, veterinary 
science and others. 


In each project area, 4-H'ers 
find opportunities to use their 
leadership and public-speaking 
talents. 
The 
nationwide 
pro- 
gram recognizes the value of re- 
search and helps its members 
learn the decision-making pro- 
cess. 


4-H in the nation is more than 
2.4 million members strong and 
here in Morgan County there are 
more than 600 enrolled in 34 
local clubs. Eighty 
volunteer 
men and women assist exten- 
sion advisers in serving as vol- 
unteer local leaders. 


It's big, booming. Become a 
part of 4-H. John during Na- 
tional 4-H Club Week, Septem- 
ber 30 to October 7.

over 27 million last year. 


The wheat crop in the dis- 
trict fell below the state aver- 
age so far as yield is concern- 
ed, 39 bushels per acre in com- 
parison with the state average 
of 40 bushels. But there was so 
much wheat planted in the fall 
of 1966 that production jumped 
more than 2V2 million bushels.

Their official title is aviation ordnancemen. The pilots who 
fly air strikes over Vietnam call them, affectionately, "Red 
Shirts". 


On the attack aircraft carriers serving with the U.S. Navy's 
Attack Carrier Strike Force 77 in the Gulf of Tonkin, these 
men have the awesome responsibility of arming each plane fox- 
its assigned mission. 


To do this, varied armament and wing-racks are needed for 
varied targets. Working 12-18 hours per day, rising hours be- 
fore the pilot briefing begins, these men change bomb racks 
with each flight. They trundle the ship's length with 250, 500, 
750, 1,000 and 2,000 pound bombloads and somehow, every 
ninety minutes, have a fully-armed flight ready for launching. 


With anywhere from 8 to 10 flights per day, the men are 
'continually on the move. Every third night, with all flights in, 
the carrier will be resupplied from an ammunition ship. The 
Red Shirts are there, checking each piece of ordnance carefully 
before moving the pallets into position for easy accessibility 
when re-arming of the planes begins again. 


These Red Shirts live with danger each day, but their co.ur-. 
age is automatic in. the face of any emergency. During the 
recent U.S.S. Forrestal disaster, these men rushed into the in- 
ferno to rescue trapped pilots, kept fire hoses running, threw 
live bombs overboard and, below decks, fought through smoke- 
filled compartments to minimize any danger from above. 


Red traditionally means danger, but the red a combat pilot 
sees moving about his plane, shown in these pictures aboard 
the U.S.S. Hancock, is something he knows as security: the 
security the Red Shirts deliver in their job as ordnancemen.

Memory Work? 
It's Easy

More deaths in airline acci­ 
dents are caused by the fire and 
explosion than by the impact of 
the crash. Other crashes are 
caused by an explosion when 
lightning or a spark ignites the 
fuel of a plane in the air. 


In October, 1966, the Air Line 
Pilots Association adopted a 
resolution recommending that 
devices to stop explosions of 
spilled fuel be sought. This reso­ 
lution was implemented on Au­ 
gust 7, by a Federal Aviation 
Authority (FAA) Airworthiness 
directive to the owners of all 
707 and 720 airlino’s, like the 
one shown above, except the 
newer ZStSB and 320C aircraft.

^'Install a flame and exi^osion 
in the fuel 
tank vent outlet system to pre­ 
vent flame propagation through 
the vent system following igni 
tion of vapor by li^toing at the

Memory work can be as easy 
as pie if you have the right at­ 
titude and concentration.

James R. Keou^, president 
of Fenwall says: “This system, 
as have other Fenwall systems 
has had complete testing under 
both flying and laboratory con 
ditions, and is already being 
used by Trans World Airlines. 


“Putting a description of the 
system in layman terms, air­ 
craft of the type covered by 


this FAA 
directive have an 
overflow, or surge fuel tank lo­ 
cated through a vent 18 inches 
from each tip of the training 
edge of the wing. 


“These vapors have proved 
highly inflammable and ctn be 
ignat^ from lightning strikes 
while the plane is flying, or 
from sparks or other outside 
flame sources while the craft 
is on the ground. 


“Should a fire start by any 
cause at the vent, the Fenwal 
system will sense the prtsence 
of flames, and extinguish the 
fire within about 1/SOOth of a 
second before the explosive 
stage has been reached or be­ 
fore damage to the plane takes 
place. The engine system ope­ 
rates automatically using its 
own electrical system.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Veter- 
an U.S. officerà aay the battle of 
Con lliien ia driving home again 
lessona learned in World War II 
and Korea: Maaaive ahiwwer 
and big gun power have only 
limited effect in ailencing a 
dug-in enemy. 


Tlieae officers, many of wh<m) 
aaw action in both eariy wars, 
saki the only way to do the job 
ia to aend hi infantry to root out 
enemy batteriea burrowed into 
holes and caves. 


Current U.S. policy forbids 
any U.S. infantry attacks across 
the border into North Vietnam, 
fnmi whidi most of the Commu 
nist artillery fire is aimed at 
Con Thien. 


U.S. aources said tiie North 
Vietnamese have arrayed be­ 
tween 75 and 125 artfllery pieces 
north of the Ben Hai River 
boundary. 


These Soviet-designed gims, 
rangtaig from 85 to 152 millime­ 
ters, have been pounding the 
U.S. Marine ou^poat, aòme 2% 
milea aouth of the demilitariied 
zone, for near^ a month. 


U.S. batteriea have fired as 
many aa 10,800 ahella at the 
North Vietnamese guns in a sin­ 
gle day. 


This waa 10 times aa many as 


the 
North 
Vietnamese 
guns 
were throwing at Con Thien. 


In addition, waves of U.S. 
bombers and fighter bombers 
dumped 600,000 pounds of high 
explosive on enemy positions. 


The American officers said it 
appears the Communists wheel 
thenr artillery out of caves and 
tunnels to fire, and then proba­ 
bly roll them back in under cov­ 
er. 


In additkm. Communist mor­ 
tars ranging from 60 millimeter 
to 120 millimeter weapona, ftfe 
into the outpost from positions 
inaide South Vietnam, west and 
south of Con Thien.

Experta said American ahells 
and bombs would have to score 
direct hita or near burats to col­ 
lapse the caves, tunnels and 
holes from which the Conunu- 
nists are pumping rounds into 
the Marine o u t^t. 


The Communist artillery and 
mortara are believed highly mo­ 
bile, so that they probabfy are

Living Cost Rise 
Provides Basis For 
Tax Boost Proposal

some steam out of inflationary 
pressures, such as rising prices. 


Rep. John W. Byrnes of Wis- 
consin, ranking Republican of 
the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, said Congress should enact 
a tax increase and, "in the ab- 
sence of credible action by the 
President to cut spending," cou- 
ple it with a ceiling on nonde- 
fense expenditures.

Since 
that 
opening,

than 30,000 persons have seen 
the home and the clock tower 
barn. Not a single visitor has 
ever before seen a situation 
like that at Voorhies. This in 
itself is very unusual, because 
among the thousands of visitors 
are a great many who have 
traveled the world over seeing 
places of historic interest. 


In the words of almost every 
visitor, "stepping into Voorhies 
is 
stepping 
into 
yesterday." 
The center plans to keep the 
home and barn exactly as they 
are until at least November 
first, so that more thousands of 
people will be able to see it 
just as it is after all these 
years. 


Dean Gordon, executive di- 
rector of the Heritage Center 
contacted the Three Dimension 
Exhibit 
Company in 
Chicago 
for help and assistance in plan- 
ning the restoration of Voor- 
hies. They are one of the most 
prominent concerns in the Unit- 
ed States in the exhibit and 
preservation field. 


They have prepared a series 
of drawings 
for 
the 
Illinois 
Heritage 
Center 
depicting 
a 
plan for a geodesic dome that 
would cover the Voorhies Castle 
and Clock Tower Barn. The 
dome would be made of clear 
sections of plastic and would 
appear to be a giant bubble 
resting on the Voorhies Estate 
The dome would be climate 
controlled the year round, and 
provide an entire area of ex- 
hibit space available under it. 
The Castle and the Clock Tower 
Barn would then become ex- 
hibits within the dome. Spaci- 
ous flower beds, fountains and 
many of the other buildings to 
be restored at Voorhies could 
be included in the dome com- 
plex. 


A restaurant in the sky, un- 
der the dome, is also a possi- 
bility within the development. 
The restaurant would be sup- 
ported in the air within the 
dome and would be above the 
Castle and Clock Tower Barn. 
It would be large enough to 
seat about 1,500 persons at a 
time with room for a dance 


The dome restaurant

Before you can make such a 
statement, though, you have to 
have the Moss credentials. He's 
a 
peppery, 
little 
Englishman 
who was to racing what Willie 
Mays has been to baseball, Ot- 
lo 
Graham 
to 
football. 
Bob 
Cousy 
to 
basketball, 
Arnold 
Palmer to golf. Stirling was not 
only the greatest racing driver 
of his time, but won with the 
class that distinguishes a poet 
with long hair from a hippie. 


He thinks that the greatest 
race of his carecr was winning 
the Grand Prix at Monaco back 
in '(¡1 when lie estimates he 
drove flat out !)0 per cent of the 
time, with a ear that was in- 
ferior in speed to the surge of 
Ferraris around him. 


But like it must to most driv- 
ers, a wipeout eventually flat- 
tened Stirling, muddled his re- 
flexes so that he doesn't trust 
himself behind the wheel of a 
racing vehicle and left him feel- 
ing lucky to be alive, but not 
lacking any of his old zap or 
energy. He's racing director for 
Johnson Wax and trying to give 
away $90,000 in prize 
money 
during the 
Canadian-American 
Challenge Cup of six sports car 
races running into mid-Novem- 
ber. 


"The element of danger in 
racing," says Stirling, "is ex- 
aggerated, and I think it's good 
for the sport that it is exagger- 
ated. After all, we don't want 
everybody thinking they can be 
a racing driver. There are too 
many already. 


"If I had to say one person 


is the best in the world today, 
it's Jimmy 
Clark. But I do 
think that Dan Gurney, Graham 
Hill. John Surtees and possibly 
Jackie Stewart are very close. 


"You know, everybody who 
drives a bit too quickly thinks 
he should be a racing driver, 
which, of coourse, is stupid. Ac- 
cidents a r e 
caused by being 
stupid—in other words, {joing 
too quickly. I know when I meet 
people they say you must be 
terribly brave to race. That's 
not true." 


But Rodger Ward, who has 
his own niche in racing as a 
winner of the Indianapolis 500, 
said that a man making a turn 
at 150 miles an hour is always 
on the brink of being out of 
control. 


"True," nods Stirling, 
"but 
Rodger, I'm glad to say, is still 
alive and therefore always has 
been on the right side of the 
brink. There are people w h o 
drive a lot slower than Rodger 
or any of the other drivers anc 
yet 
have 
accidents. 
Because 
they're on the wrong side of the 
brink. 


The brink is an individual 
thing that moves from man to 
man. I believe it is the intel- 
ligent man who knows which 
side of the brink he rides on, 
and where the brink is 


In 
practicing 
brinkmanship, 
the successful racing drivers of 
the 
Grand 
Prix 
circuit 
are 
motivated as much by the kicks 
of the sport as well as the mat- 
erial payoff because a guy with 
the 
special 
abilities 
required 
could 
find a more 
lucrative 
field in, say, Indianapolis or the 
stock car circuit of the South. 
And in recent years, some of 
them—such as Clark and Hill- 
have. 


"The fact of Indianapolis is 
important," 
says 
Moss, 
"be- 
cause 
it's well-promoted 
and 
worth a lot of money. I don't 
believe it gives our type of 
driver as much exhilaration as 
the Monaco Grand Prix, which 
is worth a 50th of Indy. But if 
you can come over and take 
the Yankee dollar away once a 
year, this is very good. It helps 
the national debt." 


Unfortunately, 
Stirling

self never got in on that kind of 
loot and at this stage is realistic 
enough to know that he never 
will, 
although 
he 
still

jauntily and does some vehicle 
testing as a motor editor for 
a British maazine.

Benvenuti was not the super 
boxer of last April 17 when, as a 
13-5 underdog, he upset the New 
Yorker.

A vent of the type now re- 
quired by the FAA is produced 
by Fenwal Inc., of Ashland, 
Mass. This company, a division 
of Walter Kidde & Co. Inc., 
manufactures temperature, gas, 
and fire control systems. 


Fire Control 
James R. Keough, president 
of Fenwall says: "This system, 
as have other Fenwall systems 
has had complete testing under 
both flying and laboratory con- 
ditions, and is already being 
used by Trans World Airlines. 


"Putting a description of the 
system in layman terms, air- 
craft of the type covered by 


this FAA 
directive have an 
overflow, or surge fuel tank lo- 
cated through a vent 18 inches 
from each tip of the training 
edge of the wing. 


"These vapors have proved 
highly inflammable and can be 
ignated from lightning strikes 
while the plane is flying, or 
from sparks or other outside 
flame sources while the craft 
is on the ground.

Fall Census

Our Morgan County Audubon 
Club bird census was held on 
September 9 from 7:00 a.m. to 
7:00 p.m. As usual, the birds, in 
their fall and immature plum- 
age were sometimes hard to 
identify. As usual, the birds 
themselves were hard to find; 
they rarely sang or called, and 
the leaves, large and dense, 
were a perfect curtain for their 
concealment. And there were no 
convenient flats for shorebirds. 
The day, for a change, was 
clear, warm, and quiet. 


When the eight census tak- 
ers met at 8:00 p.m. to total the 
count, they anticipated a dis- 
couraging report. To their sur- 
prise 
they 
discovered, 
after 
double checking, that they had 
ound 118 species in the Jack- 
sonville and Meredosia areas. 
Mud-plastered feet, Poke-berry 
dyed hiking clothes, and mos- 
quito bites had not been in vain. 


As usual we worked as hard 
to find the most common birds 
as the unexpected ones. We 
never succeeded in locating the 
Titmouse, although it had visit- 
ed our garden the preceding 
day. It shouldn't have been dif- 
ficult to find, for it is always re- 
vealing its presence by its talk- 
ing or scolding and is a per- 
manent resident. 


Two Missing? 
As the end of the day neared, 
some 
of 
us 
kept 
wailing, 
Where 
are 
the 
Red-winged 
Blackbirds? The Kingfishers?"' 
Then, by chance, as we were 
speeding up to try another spot, 
we saw telephone wires lined 
with little dark birds; upon a 
closer study we saw all of our 
different swallows — sitting, 


visiting, flying in space, and 
maneuvering in a distant corn- 
field. Upon examining the corn- 
field more carefully, we also 
recognized a great flock of Red- 
winged Blackbirds. Our list of 
birds was still increasing. 


Two Surprises 


The two surprises for our total 
list were the Duck Hawk near 
Meredosia and the Pine Warbler 
near Jacksonville. We had not 
seen

for 
several 
years. Two Caspian Terns near 
Sunset Beach gave us a thrill. 


We were also pleased with a 
Blackcrowned Night Heron, two 
Redheads, two Bluebirds, over 
20 American Egrets, a Turkey 
Vulture, a Cooper's Hawk, a 
Sora Rail, several Stilt Sand- 
pipers, 3 Ruby-throated Hum- 
mingbirds, a Kingfisher, 3 Olive- 
sided Flycatchers, 5 kinds of 
swallows, 
a Blue-gray 
Gnat- 
catcher, a White-eyed Vireo, 19 
kinds of silent warblers, a large 
flock of Piedbilled Grebes, 4 
kinds of herons, 7 kinds of 
ducks, 5 kinds of hawks. 


Bobwhites and several Ring- 
necked Pheasants, a Semipalm- 
ated Plover, a Dowitcher, 12 
kinds 
of 
sandpipers, 
both 
cuckoos, 5 kinds of woodpeck- 
ers, with the Red-headed lead-

WASHINTON (AP) - 
Thirty 
years at the bar and on the 
bench appear to propel Thur- 
good Marshall, who takes the 
oath Monday as the Supreme 
Court's first Negro justice, to 
ward the court's liberal wing. 


It is often risky to speculate 
on the future course of a new 
justice. But a quarter-century 
as a distinguished civil rights 
lawyer, dozens of opinions as a 
lower federal court judge and 
his two-year stint as solicitor 
general—representing the feder- 
al government before the high 
court—provide a fairly reliable 
yardstick 
of 
the 
59-year-old 
Marshall's 
legal 
and 
judicial 
temperament. 


The 97th justice to join the 
court since the nation's found- 
ing, 
Marshall 
will 
take 
the 
judge's 
oath—"to 
administer 
justice without respect to per- 
sons and do equal justice to the 
poor and to the rich"— as the 
court opens a new term. 


He has actually been a justice 
since Sept. 1, when Justice Hugo 
L. Black administered the con- 
stitutional oath in a private cer 
emony. 


Marshall has taken over thel in which he had a hand, 
chambers vacated by retired! . w h a t 
m a y 
b e expected from 
Justice Tom C. Clark. He has 
hired two law clerks—one from 
Harvard, 
one 
from 
Colum 
bia—to help him with the moun- 
tain of legal business the court 
must dispose of by June. Both 
are white. 


For several weeks, Marshall 
and his clerks have been re- 
viewing hundreds of petitions 
for Supreme Court review of 
cases decided in state and lower 
federal courts. In the hectic 
days following the court's cere- 
monial 
opening 
Monday, 
the 
junior justice will cast one of 
nine votes on what cases to ac- 
cept for review. 


Until midwinter, however, he 
will be taking part in barely 
half of the court's work. Be- 
cause he was U.S. solicitor gen- 
eral for the past two years, 
passing on all federal cases to 
come before the high court, he 
will disqualify himself from con- 
sideration of any federal cases 


the newest justice as he settles 
into the court's routine? It has 
been routinely assumed that he 
will quickly align himself with 
the liberal majority led by Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, with Black 
and Justices William O. Doug- 
las, William J. Brennan Jr., and 
Abe Fortas. Clark usually voted 
on the "conservative" side with 
John M. Harlan, Potter Stewart, 
and Byron R. White. 


The "liberals" of the court 
read the Constitution, as Mar- 
shall put it recently, as a "liv- 
ing document," to be interpret- 
ed and applied in the light of 
new situations as they arise. 
The 
"conservatives," 
loosely 
speaking, take a more 
rigid 
view of the Constitution. The 
"liberals" 
are identified with 
the defendant in the public de- 
bate over the rights of suspects 
and criminals, while the "con- 
servatives" are popularly iden- 
tified with the police and society 
at large.

Infantry Essential 


Con Thien Drives Home 
World War II Lessons 


By FRED S. HOFFMAN

WASHINGTON (AP) - Veter- 
an U.S. officers say the. battle of 
Con Thien is driving home again 
lessons learned in World War II 
and Korea: Massive airpower 
and big gun power have only 
limited effect in silencing 
a 
dug-in enemy. 


These officers, many of whom 
saw action in both early wars, 
said the only way to do the job 
is to send in infantry to root out 
enemy batteries burrowed into 
holes and caves. 


Current U.S. policy forbids 
any U.S. infantry attacks across 
the border into North Vietnam, 
from which most of the Commu- 
nist artillery fire is aimed at 
Con Thien. 


U.S. sources said the North 
Vietnamese have arrayed be- 
tween 75 and 125 artillery pieces 
north of the Ben Hai River 
boundary. 


These 
Soviet-designed 
guns, 
ranging from 85 to 152 millime- 
ters, have been pounding the 
U.S. Marine outpost, some 2% 
miles south of the demilitarized 
zone, for nearly a month. 


U.S. batteries have fired as 
many as 10,000 shells at the 
North Vietnamese guns in a sin- 
gle day. 


This was 10 times as many as 
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"Poor, dear, MafeoFm used to be a flower person, 
now he has hav fever!" 


but 


the 
North 
Vietnamese 
guns 
were throwing at Con Thien. 


In addition, waves of U.S. 
bombers and fighter bombers 
dumped 600,000 pounds of high 
explosive on enemy positions. 


The American officers said it 
appears the Communists wheel 
their artillery out of caves and 
tunnels to fire, and then proba- 
bly roll them back in under cov- 
er. 


In addition, Communist mor- 
tars ranging from 60 millimeter 
to 120 millimeter weapons, fire 
into the outpost from positions 
inside South Vietnam, west and 
south of Con Thien. These mor- 
tars are believed dug into deep 
holes. 


Experts said American shells 
and bombs would have to score 
direct hits or near bursts tp col- 
lapse the caves, tunnels and 
holes from which the Commu- 
nists are pumping rounds into 
the Marine outpost. 


The Communist artillery and 
mortars are believed highly mo- 
bile, so that they probably are 
shifted from position to position 
after bursts of fire. This makes 
them hard to hit, too. 


So far as is known here, the 
Communist

with 
concrete, 
but 
may 
be 
shored up with timber. 


The Marines have available to 
them a new Army-produced mo- 
bile radar designed to detect the 
positions of mortars and other 
high angle weapons such 
as 
howitzers. 


The specifications say these 
radar units can locate a gun po- 
sition with an accuracy of about 
160 feet at a range of up to 
about six miles. 


But officers acknowledge that 
the radar has limitations, in 
that it emits a relatively narrow 
beam and must be pointed in 
the direction from which the 
enemy's fire comes in order to 
spot the trajectory and plot it 
back to the mortar or howitzer 
position. 


There is a difference in opin- 
ion among U.S. military men 
here as to how severely the 
American air,and artillery bar- 
rage 
may 
be 
punishing 
the 
North Vietnamese gunners and 
mortar men. 


One U.S. Army artillery au- 
thority 
said the North 
Viet- 
namese "have to be suffering 
tremendously." 


He said he considers 
"re- 
markable that they are willing 
to take heavy losses in people 
and guns and keep on with their 
shelling." 


But other Americans who re- 
member World War II and Ko- 
rea dispute the belief that the 
enemy is being badly bloodied. 


"I ran into this kind of thing 
on Iwo Jima and Okinawa," 
said wie Marine officer. 


"If they get enough cover, it's 
hard to knock them out even 
I with a direct hit." 


Commerce Office 
Authorizes Merge 
Of 2 Railroads 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 
Interstate Commerce 
Commis- 
sion upheld Thursday the mer- 
ger of the Chicago Great West- 
ern Railway into the Chicago & 
North 
Western 
Railway, 
and 
said the consolidation may take 
place in 35 days. 


At the same time, the com- 
mission modified its April 20 
approval of the merger to af- 
ford greater protection to em- 
ployes who might be affected. 


The 
commission 
had 
been 
asked to reconsider its earlier 
decision by the Soo Line Rail- 
road, the Public Service Com- 
mission of Wisconsin, and two 
union groups—the Railway La 
bor Executives' association and 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. 


To protect labor, the ICC or- 
dered that in the event of any 
dispute 
regarding 
employes 
and resulting from the merger, 
a labor-management arbitration 
committee shall be selected — 
one member by labor, one by 
management 
and a third by 
both. 


In the event both sides fail to 
agree on selection of the third 
member, they are to ask the 
National Mediation 
Board 
to 
designate them. The commit 
tee's decision, in any case, is 
to be binding. 


The commission in its earlier 
decision 
had 
imposed 
attri- 
tion-type 
protecting 
for 
em- 
ployes of the railroads. 


In Chicago, Ben. W. Heine- 
man, North Western chairman, 
said he is delighted that the 
commission reaffirmed its ear- 
lier decision approving the mer- 
ger. 


Heineman said no date has 
been selected for the official 
combining of the two railroads. 


The Soo Line had complained 
that as a result of the merger 
it would suffer severe losses — 
possibly more than $1.3 million 
a year because of diversion of 
traffic. 


The Soo was concerned par- 
ticularly about freight traffic 
between Chicago and Minneap- 
olis. But four other 
railroads 
also operate between Chicago 
and the Twin Cities: Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy; Chicago, 
Milwaukee St. Paul & Pacific; 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, 
and C. & N.W. 


In its original decision 
last 
April the commission laid down 
a set of special conditions to 
protect the Soo Line. These re- 
quired C. & N.W. to lease the 
Soo certain tracks and provide 
for interchanges of freight traf- 
fic with other railroads. 


The ICC found that the origi- 
nal decision "is based upon ade- 
quate 
findings" 
and 
nothing 
more is necessary. 


Under the ICC's order 
the 
C. G. W. and C. & N.W. have 
180 days within which to con- 
summate their merger. 


The Chicago & North West- 
ern, one of the most merger- 
minded of the nation's 
rail- 
roads, currently is involved in 
a proposed merger with 
the 
Milwaukee Road, and is com- 
peting with several other rail- 
roads for a large chunk of the 
Rock Island.

Most Russ Officials 
Snub U.S. Trade Tries

MOSCOW (AP) - "I'm never

again," 
the 
American 
businessman 
said. 
"I'm fed up." 


He was expressing the frus- 
tration of his company and a 
number of others that tried and 
failed to crack the Soviet mar- 
ket this summer. 


In a major U.S. effort to get 
Russians to buy American, four 
groups of company representa- 
tives came over to give sales 
pitches. 


Communist 
officials listened 
politely and in most cases said 
nyet." 
Some 
of 
the 
businessmen 
were successful, ringing up total 
sales 
exceeding 
$600,000 
in 
items ranging from inventory- 
control computers to textile ma- 
chinery. 


These few sales helped raise 
this year s total U.S. exports to 
Russia, which are at an annual 
rate of about $63 million, up 
from $41.7 million last year. 


But most of the U.S. busi- 
nessmen 
went 
home 
empiy- 
handed. 


An embittered 
salesman of 
men's socks put it this way: "I 


over here twice. Every 
time I tried to get a firm 
answer, they gave me the runa- 
round. 


"Their bureaucracy is so big 
they can't make any fast deci- 
sions. I haven't got time to hang 
around. It would be cheaper to 
open a new sales office in San 
Francisco." 


U.S. firms' competitors from 
Western Europe and the Soviet 
bloc racked up sales in the mil- 
ions of dollars. 


"The problem is political," a 
U.S. Embassy official said. "Be- 
cause of the Vietnam war and 
their position as the leader of 
Communist nations, 
the Rus- 
sians feel embarrassed to em- 
brace us ioo closely." 


Even without Vietnam, Mos- 
cow shies from buying Ameri- 
can because it means spending 
hard-to-get dollars. Rubles are 
not accepted outside the Soviet 
bloc.
